~The possibility of further subway ac- 
cidents similar to that of last Saturday 
night was pointed out yesterday by 
‘Chairman Bdward E. McCall of the 
“Public Service Commission. This is due 
to the “rotten” or treacherous rock 
which is held responsible by engineers 
for the odllapse of the roofing over the 
mew subway excavation at Broadway 
and Thirty-eighth Street, and whose 
irregular behavior under blasting may 
‘have had something to do with the 
accident las: Wednesday at Seventir Ave- 
nue and Twenty-fourth Street. This 
rotten rock is believed to run in a 
diagonal stratum across. the central 
Part of Manhattan Island. 
_ It is known that the rock in the cen- 
teal part of Manhattan is difficult to 
work with, as there are hard and soft 
pockets through most of it. Particu- 
larly is this the case with a wide strip 
of Manhattan schist, a soft rock run- 
ning: diagonally down through the 
“Forties and Thirties. Included in this 
Strip is the cut at Broadway and Thirty- 
eighth Street, where the collapse of rock 
shattered the shoring Saturday night, 
and the section of construction about 
Forty-second Street, Park Avenue, and 
Lexington Avenue, which 1s the most 
difficult part of the new subway work 
in Manhattan. 

The strip also is believed to’ inciude 
the cave-in on the eastern side of Park 
Avenue, between Thirty-seventh and 
Thirty-eighth Streets, on March 1, 1902, 
when bujldings- at -55, 57, and.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 27.—One Aineri- 
can marine was killed and..ten others 
were woundéd in two clashes yester- 
day in Northern Haiti, between . ths 
American expeditionary force and the 
revolutionary’ Haitian cacos, or. guerril- 
las. The marine killed was Sérgeant 
John-Platt, who lost 'his lifé in an en- 
gagement between the marines and the 
caces- at a point between the towns of | 
Petit Riviére and Delarte Bonite: Ten 


gagement at Haut du Cap, near Cape 
Haitien. ~The fighting was the most 
severe of any in which the American 
forces have participated - sirice- they 
were landed in Haiti. 

In a lengthy report-to the Navy De- 
partment, Admiral Caperton states that 
marines and mounted patrols were sent 
out along the roads entering these 
towns in Northern Haiti, to keep open 
the lines of transportation’ for the en- 
try of food supplies. While engaged 
in this patrol duty the Americans were 
attacked by the cacos.

LONDON, Tuesday, Sept. 28.—The 
Tuondon public has taken the good news 
from France with a calmness which ar- 
gues a correct appreciation. of. military 
values.

better than could have been expected. 
It was rumored in London at the end of 
last week that big movements were 
afoot, and the news from the front was 
awaited with. considerable anxiety, 
which is now turned to quiet corfidence. 
The Westminster Gazette struck the 
prevailing note when it remarked: 
The least that can be said of the op- 
erations is that they demonstrate the 
Possibility of things which even the 
stoutest hearted’ had begun to think 
impossible.”’ The Stock Exchange 
showed a general advance in prices and 
the members displayed a restrained 
cheerfulness. ‘The population has shown 
no indication of an undue desire to cele- 
brate the: victories, but there is ample 
evidence of what an’ American who has 
been in London for the last three months 
summed up as electricity in the air. 


Paris is Joyous, but Undemonstrative. 


Special Cable to THE NEW YORK TIMES. 
PARIS, Sept. 27.—The heart of Paris 


is almost bursting with joy today. Yet, 
eveh while reading the communiqués 
of the past two days with the confid- 
ence that they are only the beginning 
of good news, the city is outwardly al- 
most as stoical as at any time since 
the war began. Still, in every eye, 
there is a joyous gleam; every face ex- 
presses the most exalted satisfaction, 
and the belief that the long months of 
waiting, hoping, and praying are al- 
most over. ’ 

The-calm of the city amazes every- 
one. Various explanations are offered. 
One man of prominence expressed the 
opinion to me that it was “the result 
of over-civilization,” which he _ re- 
gretted, in as much as he believed that 
the paruiation should openly rejoice at 
beating its enemies. But the majority— 
from high officials to humble garcons 
de café—all say it is too early for 
cheers, 

Yes,’”’ they say, “this is really our 
great offensive that some believed 
would never, never come; but we must 
still wait. We must not really cheer 
until the Germans are out of France.” 

On all. sides one hears remarks con- 
cerning the realization of the prediction 
I was allowed to send THE NEw YorK 
TIMES after my last trip to the front, 
which | was reprinted here, to the effect 
that ‘the Kaiser said a year ago that 
he would take Paris before the leaves 
fell.

ench lines which read: ‘‘ Don’t try tu 
be clever; we know the date you propose 
to attack. The messages, however, 
were dropped over a part of the line 
where an attack had not been planned. 
The Crown Prince chose the same datu 
for his offensive in that uarter, which 
reliable reports assert was easily re- 
pulsed. 

The champagne country, where the 
French are advancing, is as different 
from the fat vaheys of the Marne as 
Winter is from June. It is the most 
desolate-looking country in France, 
being nothing by chalky steppes. There 
are no villages of more than a few hun- 
dred inhabitants in the entire section. 
The country reminded me of a rolling 
sea on a gloomy day, with breakers 
away off on the horion, which were Ger- 
man trenches, white against the sky on 
account of earthworks and sacks covered 
with chalk. she vegetation was ex- 
tremely sparse—what little there was so 
beaten by artillery that it reminded me 
of a beard several days old. I under- 
stand that the attack began in a down- 
pour of rain that would, intensify the 
general mournfulness of the scene. 

There is no doubt that the attacks of 
the last few days are only the begin- 
ning; that we may expect, unless all 
signs completely fail, an increasing 
pressure for the next four weeks. The 
French arrangements, both in Cham- 

agne and Artois, are perfection to the 
ast. detail; so that when the climax of 
the offensive is reached the Paris popu- 
lace may permit itself some cheers. 

But, as tonight’s Temps says: “ At 
this hour, more than ever, the thoughts

BOTHA’S. NARROW ESCAPE. 


Rode Over German Mine That Loose 

Horse Afterward Exploded. 

Special Correspondence of THE NEW YORK 
TIMES. ; 


SYDNEY, Australia,. Aug. 28.—Al- 
though the war, so far as South Africa is 
concerned, is over, every scrap of news 
which reaches Australia concerning Gen- 
éral Louis Botha—the fine spirit of the 
former Boer Generalissimo against 
whom many Australians fought not 
many years since—is fead with intense 
interest. So also with accounts of the 
arduous but successful campaign he 
eondiicted in German Southwest Africa, 
. ‘Major Harry Trew, who was at the 
head of Botha’s bodyguard, has written 
to a cousin here showing that Botha 
came within a hair’s breadth of being 
killed by a German mine. He says: 

“We have been trekking day and night,

Ivan is just régaining his hair as 
protection against thé long and cold 
Winter that the Indians’ predict is com- 
ing. In the hot manths the. bears shed 
their coats, and, as Snyder says, this 
simple act of nature does away with 
the services of a barber. Ivan did not 
begin to shed ‘his fur until late-in the 
Summer, and. the keepers were: much 


surprised by the delay: The warm days 
were upon the Bronx.and the other 
bears were in fine trim to withstand the 
neat before the big beast showed signs 
of losing his covering. Long after 
the usual time when the Alaskan’ bears 
‘get’ rid of their heavy clothing, . big

This just shows how. fast that bear be- 
came bald.’’ 

Within two days Ivan’s loss of bulk 
was a source of amazement to visitors. 
The complete shedding of the long 
shaggy Winter hair from his massive 
frame was as complete as was the sur- 
prise of the Zoo men. Ivan appeared 
fully a third smaller than during the 
cold months. 

The first trouble came because Ivan 
could not reconcile himself to be a 
quick-change artist. . Snyder says that 
after he caught sight of himself in the 
pool in the centre of his cage he_ be- 
came so despondent that it was neces- 
sary to draw the water off. The au- 
thorities feared he might attempt sui- 
cide, so’ Snyder, said. et hk ra ‘ 

‘Ivan: just-“used to:mope: .He, and I 
were great friends, but he became! so 
ashamed that he took to hiding-so-that 
I could not see him. One of. the keep- 
ers, I forget which one, wanted me. to 
put a calico wrapper on Ivan, but I 
did not consider that a remedy, but an 
added humiliation. Poor old Ivan. 
There were days when-he could not be 
lured into the sight of visitors. I used 
to try and tempt him out, but he would 
jook at me just as though he would 
have said: ‘I can’t, Charlie. I haven’t 
got my clothes on.’ ” : 

In time this modesty was overcome, 
and Ivan got to_enjoy his fitness for 
hot weather. Then another trouble 
arose. 
came very susceptible to temperature 
changes. On very hot days he was all 
right. but with the slightest drop in 
temperature Ivan would shiver like a 
sufferer from chi'ls and fever. Strange 
to say, this gave him added value as an 
attraction, nyder said, and he’ ex- 
plained it by sayfng that upon a warm 
day the sight of a great animal shiver- 
ing from cold was a comforting sigh 
to the perspiring visitors who thronge 
in front of the’cage. Of course, Ivan 
had to do this before company, for the 
cool interior of the bear cave was too 
much fer him.

She Arrives from Genoa on the 
“Stampalia — Will Now Do More 
_ Work for Suffrage Amendment,

1 atter being courteously requested to 
léave Italy’ by the officials’ of the Gov- 
‘ernment on. account of -her ** pacifist” 
writings, Mrs. Inez Milholland Boisse- 
vain received another shock yesterday 
when she arrived from Genoa on the 
Italian liner Stampalia and was told by 
the Immigration Inspector that - she 
could not land as an American. 

When the purser made out the pas- 
senger manifest he put down Eugen 
Boissevain as a Hollander and his wife 
‘ag an Ameriean living in New York, The 
Inspector explained to Mrs. Boissevain 
that she had lost her citizenship by mar- 
riage. Her husband, who was standing 
by the table in the dining saloon, where 
the Inspector was examining the alien 
fiassengers, said: ‘‘ Never mind. I shall 
have my citizenship in two months, and 
then Mrs. Boissévain will become an 
American citizen again,’’ , 

Mrs. Boissevain. said that after going 
over in May on the American liner St: 
Paul she traveled throtgh: France to 
Italy, intending. .to write a- series of 
articles on the Italian side of the war. 

Arriving in Rome early in Juty she 
called on the Minister of War and made 
application for a permit to go to the 
front. After considerable delay she was 
notified that.no. neutral writers .could 
take part in the proposed tour of cor- 
respondents to the Italian war zone. 
She circumvented this order by getting 
cabled instructions to act as correspond- 
ent for a Canadian newspaper, and 
finally managed. to get permission to 
join a party of correspondents visiting 
Vineenza, Brescia, and Padua. 

Mrs. Boissevain said that owing to 
delay in getting to these places. the 
Italian Army had gone further ahead 
‘and the trenches and camps were all 
deserted.. On Sept. 1 she was recalled to 
Rome, by order, it .was,said, of Baron 
Sonnino, the Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs. When she arrived in the capital 
she called at the Foreign Office to ask 
for an explanation of her sudden recall 
and was shown ‘into the office of an of- 
ficial styled by his subordinates ‘‘ Chief 
of the Cabinet,’’ who politely informed 
her that the pacifist articles ‘she had 
been sending home were not approved 
by the Italian Government. . 

Mrs. Boissevain inquired if it were 
true that a protest against the giving 
of permission to a woman American cor- 
respondent to visit the front had been 
lodged by American correspondents. The 
Italian official admitted that such was 
the case, but assured Mrs. Boissevain 
that it had nothing to do with the 
Foreign Minister’s order that she be 
recalled. 

“‘Are you sure that this protest did 
not influence the Foreign Minister in 


“Not at-all,.my dear lady,” the Chief 
of the Cabinet replied. “‘‘ Though the 
protest was madé, your return to Rome 
Le due entirely. to your pacifist writ- 
ngs.”’ 

“But don’t you believe that war is 
bad? ’”’ 
‘We all think that war is a horror, 
but we don’t want it dilated upon. It 
is not politic to have war presented 
from a pacifist point of view,’ was the 


jreply. 


Mrs. Boissevain gave this account of 
her interview* with the official to re- 
porters yesterday on board the Stam- 
palia coming up the harbor from Quar- 
entine to the pier at the foot of est 
Thirty-fourth Street. She said that she 
had been treated with the utmost 
courtesy by the Italian officials; who 
made her. feel that she was being 
‘bowed out of their country.” 

Mr. and Mrs. Boissevain managed to 
get a permit for four days’ sightseeing 
in Venice .through the “Marquis de 
Bagnio, a member of the Chamber of 
Deputies, and they also visited the Red 
Cross Hospital at Venice, which was 
filled with wounded soldiers from the 
front. 

Mrs. Boissevain said they were going 
to their home at 247 Fifth Avenue. She 
intends to do all ‘that she can to get 
men to vote for the equal suffrage con- 
stitutional amendment, which is to be 
presented in November. 


BARON ISHII, SELF-MADE MAN 


New - Japanese Foreign 
Rose to Place by Hard Work. 


TOKIO, Aug. 20, (Correspondence of 
The Associated Press.)—Baron Kikujiro 
Ishii, Ambassador to France, who has 
been named Foreign Minister, is a self- 
made man, risen from the ranks. He 
knows considerable about the United 
States and what are known as the 
‘“* American problems.’’ In 1907 -he was 
sent to San Francisco and also to Van- 
couver to study the anti-Japanese 
movements. 

- The coming of Baron Ishii does rot 
mean the effacement of Baron Kato, his 
predecessor, from power and influence. 
Baron Ishii is the close friend of Baron 
Kato, and was recommended for the 
post of Foreign Minister by Kato, after, 
it is-understood, Viscount Chinda, Am- 
bassador to Washington, had declined. 

The man who will direct the Foreign 
Office in this difficuit. period is ca- 
pable and tactful and modest in beay- 
ing. All Japanese public men are care- 
ful in speech; Ishii is especially con- 
servative, but he gives the impression 


of frankness and sincerity. He has 
worked hard all his iife. Above al! 
things he has labored patiently. ‘He is 
the moSt patient man in the Japanese 
diplomatic service. That was his rec- 
‘ord at Paris, where, for several years, 
he has sought to understand something 
of Western diplomacy so that his own 
country might profit. . With patience 
especially he labored to place loans for 
his country in-the markets of Paris and 
London. : ; 
‘It.is no secret that Baron Kato wil! 
continue to be consulted by~ the Cab- 
net as to the foreign policy... The im- 
pression prevails at Tokio that Kato 
could have remained in the Ministry, 
but.he was nettled at the criticism. of 
the. way he handied the Chinese nego- 
tiations. His friends believe he will re- 
turn to active: power at a later period.

SUMS UP GERMAN POSITION. 


Imperial Bank Chief Reviews Condi- 
tions. of the Third War Loan. 


BERLIN, Sept. 27, (By Wireless Teleg- 
raphy.to Sayville, L. I.)—Rudolf Haven- 
stein, President of the Imperial Bank 
of Germany, reviewed the financial and 
economic position of the country at a 
raeeting today of the Executive Commit- 
tee of the bank. His remarks are fe- 
ported as follows by the Overseas News 
Agency: 

‘‘The gold influx has again increased, 
after a short period of relaxation. In 
the last three weeks the gold reserve has 
increased 8,000,000 marks, ($2,000,000, ) 
notwithStanding gold shipments in con- 
siderable amounts. to foreign, countries, 
for reasons well known. — ; 

‘*Loaning institutions hold securities 
to the value of only 262,000,000 marks 
for money borrowed for the second war 
loan. There is a-gold cover of 43 1-3 per 
cent. for circulating Treasury notes. 

‘““The increase in note circulation is 
due to lack of sufficient currency for use 
in Belgium and the occupied territories 
in the east. The civil population and the 
troops need cu reney of small denomina- 
tions for their daily .needs. The gold 
which was in circulation formerly in 
those territories disappeared before they 
were evacuated. 

‘“‘The third war loan, according .to re- 
ports now at hand, amounis to 12,066,- 
000,000 marks. Some subscriptions, in- 
cluding those from the army, for which 
the time was extended, are still out- 
standing. 

‘* Economic conditions have been 
adapted entirely to the changed condi- 
tions. Iron and steel production have 
reached 70 per cent. of the amount in 
times of peace. The figure. for coal and 
coke production are still higher. In 
spite of the call-to arms of 2 majority of 
railway workers, traffic has increased 
steadily. The figures for July estab-* 
oe a record surpassing that of peace 
times. 

‘* Deposits of saving institutions have 
increased to such an extent that not 
only were the unusual demands of the 
third war loan satisfied easily, but there 
is available cash ‘still to be disposed of. 
All ‘classes of the population utilized 
their savings for the war loan, which 
was thus a people’s loan in the true 
sense of the word. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Sept. 26, (via 
London Sept. 27.)—A large number of 
Turks, all: of moderate means, -sub- 
scribed an aggregate of nearly $500,000 
to the third German war loan as an_ex- 
pression of sympathy for Germany. Vir- 
tually all the subscriptions were for 
small amounts. 


OFFENSIVE AN AID TO LOAN. 


New Yorker Herold Suggests That It 
Was “Ordered from New York.” 


Under the caption ‘A’ One-Day Suc- 
cess for the Sake of the Loan,’’ the 
evening edition of the New Yorker Her- 
old yesterday intimated that the Allies’ 
advance in France was mere bluff. It 
said: 

‘The Allies have begun an offensive 
on the west front, which attained some 
success in its first rush, and_ which 
finally provides for our already despon- 
dent Briton papers the long-wished-for 
opportunity to report in great letters 
a victory of. French and English arms. 
As for-that, it is not.so difficult _to be- 


_gin an offensive, but very diffitult to 


continue it. Only in the next few days 
ean it be told whether this is a ‘case 
of more than local and temporary suc- 
cesses. It is to be expected that it is a 
case of one-day successes of the Allies 
and nothing more. 

“We cannot rid ourselves of the 
thought that it is a case of momentary 
exertion of force aimed less at great 
military than at financial success. In 
other words, was the advance ordered 
from New York in order to create a bet- 
ter situation for the Pump Commission 
of the Allies? The circumstance, too, 
that at the same time the Russian Army, 
or what is left of it, was galvanized 
may be connected with the loan.’’ 


KAISER GIVES 40 MEDALS. 


Two Score Have Received Order of 
Pour le Merite in This War. 


BERLIN, Sept. 1, (Correspondence of 
The Associated Press.)—Forty prominent 
figures in the present war, ranging from 
Emperor Francis Joseph ‘of Austria to 
the commandant of a German sub- 
marine, has’ been, up to Aug. 1, dec- 
orated with the Order Pour le Mérite, 
the highest military service medal with- 
in the gift of the German Emperor. 
Eight of those forty have received the 
additional gold oak leaves, with which 
the order is sometimes decorated as a 
mark of special favor. 

‘he order is now 175 years old, but it 
has only been since 1810 that it has been 
conferred exclusively for extraordinary 
service in war. King Frederick William 
Ill. in that’ year stipulated that -he 
would -not “loan” it for any other 
cause, and three years later created the 
oak leaf complement to the order. 

The names of those who have earned 
the Pour le Mérite in the present war 
are almost without exception known all 
over the world. now, though many of 
them, probably the majority, had never 
been heard of before the present con- 
flict began. Many were not even known 
in Germany. Here is the list:

MARK. LINE OF RETREAT 
Some Epitaphs, Breathe Vengeance 
_and Hope of Victory, but Most 
Express Only Affection. 


in the wake of the C¥ar's. retreating 
legions there follow a number of poets, 
who inscribe crosses on rocks, trunks 
of trees, or. fence posts of ruined 
homes, little tributes to the dead. Un- 
adorned by any fine style or metaphor, 
this untutored muse visits the trench 
or battlefield, expressing the simple 
emotion with which the Russian soldier 
in a-few lines of an epitaph, often 
washed away by the next day’s rain, 
seeks to perpetuate the memory of a 
fallen comrade. 

‘These writings appear to one search- 
ing for curious mementoes of the battle- 
field in nooks and corners of ‘a road- 
side, along forest edges, or wherever 
a favorite comrade may. have been 
buried. And they are buried in the 
strangest spots, for war makes beggars 
even of the dead, and they cannot 
choose their resting places. Sometimes, 
when the: exigencies of battle require 
haste, the slain are heaped into huge 
ditches, and over the mound is erected 
a rude birchwood cross, with a single 
line, such as “ Here lie ‘men who died 
for the Czar,”’ and nothing more. 

But, for the most rt, the Russians 
try not to neglect their dead. Some- 
times, with the hope that human hand 
may return to care for the graves, they 
bury them near a peasant’s hovel, now 
desolate and shattered by cannon, or on 
the banks of some quiet stream, where 
the dead. may listen to the perpetual 
solace of murmuring waters: Or they 
ra a dozen or more fallen soldiers 
around the foot of a tree, which, sway- 
ing and sighing in the wind, becomes, in 
the superstition of the. mujik, inspired 
with the breath of the souls whose bodies 
lie beneath. 

Thus the Russian surrenders his dead 
‘comrade to the communion -of nature. 
His farewell tribute will be contained in 
a few lines of verse written on a cross, 
on the white bark of a tree, on a stone, 
or on anything near the grave that will 
carry the tracings of a pencil. 

Some of them ring with hope in ulti-: 
mate. victory and proclaim in naive 
bombastic terms the almighty power of 
the Czar to vanquish the enemy. Some 
of them even threaten the Germans with 
retribution for invading the sacred soil 
of Russia. But most -of: the epitaphs, 
avoiding harsh notes of vengeance and 
hatred, breathe nothing but affection 
for a dead comrade. 

A young Russian officer who lingered 
like a truant along the line of march 
picked up many of these verses wher- 
ever they were legible. and sent them 
to the Novoe Vremya, the leading news- 
paper in Petrograd, with a request that 
they be printed. And, not having a 
D’Annunzio or a Kipling at the front, 
the’ Novoe Vremya printed them, not 
as literature, for they are far from 
that, but.as revealing better than any 
official. report from the battle front the 
morale of the Russian soldier in the face 
of defeat,- adversity, and death. 

Here is an example. The scene is a 
secluded corner of a Polish forest in 
the battle zone, where a numberof sol- 
diers- have been buried in graves care- 
fully trimméd with sod. Each grave 
bears a rough wooden cross, and on one 
= them the following lines were writ- 
en: 

Blehp. dear brother. From:all earthly mis- 
‘ortunes thou art sped. 
For Russia, for the Czar, and for truth thy 

. blood. thou hast. shed. 

Upon sacred records of the Church shall .be 
written thy name, 

And God shall receive you, dear brother, 
His own ney name. 

Bravely hast thou sacrificed mother, chil- 
dren, and wife. 

Now must we conquer or, like thee, perish 
in the strife. 

Another grave, near the edge of a 
stream, is that of a certain Ivan, de- 
scribed as a “ brave, jolly fellow, killed 
with a smile on his lips.’’ His com- 
rades, who gathered over his body, pen- 
ciled the following tribute on a tree 
near by: 

It ig not long since you came among us, 
oh, Comrade, 

And no better servant in battle the 
ever had, 

Yet around

stood, : 

And erected thereon a simple cross of 
wi ’ 

An ikon, and an image lamp, all roughly 


So that you might' hear the blessed serenade.

Under the hum of bullets and shrieking 
shrapnel’s scream,

Over the grave of a soldier, who spent 
many a homesick night in the trenches 
and whose longing for wife and child 
was finally ended by a bullet through 
the heart, is written: 

They need no longer expect you, dear com-

Yet, in your sleep of death be not so sad. 

The Czar will guard all whom. you cherished— 

Your wife, your child. We, too, shall watch 
them 

In memory of you who perished. 

But bitterness and hatred find ex- 
pression in a bit of verse written over 
the grave of an officer who was killed 
in a hard-fought battle which resulted 
in defeat for the Russians: 

Gatheréd about thee after the heat of battle, 

We offer eternal tribute to thy memory: 

And, standing upon the graves of brothers, 

Vengeance we swear upon Our enemy. 

Then let us rush once more into the conflict 
with all our ‘might; 

And ,either as conquerors we return or we 
perish all in. the fieht. 

Four lines *written on the bark of a 
tree around which were buried some of- 
ficers of a Siberian regiment, who jour- 
neyed all the way from a flowerless 
land to die on Polish 30il, are as fol- 
lows: : 

Bring flowers, sweet Polish children, 
Flowers to strew where we lie slain, 
Flowers that bloom when May is golden; 
Bilse we have come far to die in vain.

Chief among these 
factors of disorganization has been the 
former Minister of the Interior, M. 
Maklakoff. Today, when. the’ question 
is put as to the responsibility of the 
Minister of War, who has not furnished 
the army with munititons, is it not. also 
in order to look into the responsibility 
of this ‘ slick statesman,’ as he is called, 
whe has plunged the country into such a 
predicament? Is it to be allowed that 
the mam who has disorganized Russia 
sit in the Council of the Empire and 
take part in the debates on the organiza- 
tion of the country? ’’ 

M. Adjemoff then proceeded to argue 
in favor of a law creating a sub-Ministry 
of Munitions—a project which has. since 
been realized—and added: 

‘* But whatever solution you adopt, you 
must determine-that the Munitions Com- 
mittee attached to the Ministry of War 
shall be directed by a man who possesses 
the confidence of the country. The leg- 
islative chambers cannot. content them- 
selves with enacting a law the execution 
of which is‘intrusted to some bureaucrat 
out of a job. : 

“The important thing is that the Gov- 
ernment has finally arrived at the com- 
prehension of the fact that, without the 
nation, it cannot win the victory. It has 
declared that it recognizes this . truth. 
It recognizes that what it has organized 
in the past must be transformed, and 
transformed. by us. That, eon: is 
our victory, the victory of public opinion, 
and’the lesson, alas! of this terrible mo- 
ment. Mr. Lioyd George said recently in 
the House of Commons that in raining 
‘shells upon our troops the Germans were 
destroying the chains of the. Russian 
people. .That is strictly true. _TheyRus- 
sian people.are free-today; and: are: going 
to organize themselves for victory.’’:: 

Speaking at the same session of the 
Duma, M. Douroff, a Siberian Deputy, 
asserted that the Government agents re- 
fused to buy horses for the army from 
the peasants, confining their purchases 
to a few great _breeders, who bought 
the peasant’s rejected stock and resold 
it at a profit. Siberian farmers, he said, 
had sold oats.to the Ministry of Agri- 
culture for 40 or 45 kopecks (20 or 22% 
cents) a pood, (about three-fifths of a 
bushel,) which had been sold in Russia 
proper for two rubles (about $1.) -He 
cited several cases in which the army 
had received supplies of hay which was 
entirely rotten, and said that repeatedly 
the Commissary Department -had_ set 
fire to forage depots two or three days 
before the order to retreat had been 
fiven, in order, as the soldiers believed, 
o destroy the evidence of their swind- 
ling operations. ‘It looks like a repe- 
tition of the history of the Russo-Japa- 
nese war,” said M. Douroff. 

Similar frank recognition of Russia’s 
administrative shortcomings, and a de- 
termination to retrieve the defeats at- 
tributed to them, are voiced in a letter 
to the Journal which, with some dele- 
tions by the Russian censorship. was 
published in the Aug. 29 issue of that 
newspaper. 

After adfhitting the magnitude. of re- 
cent reverses, a correspondent, writing 
from Moscow, says: 

** But the sombre picture of the evacu- 
ation of Galicia and Warsaw has its 
bright side. Discouragement has not 
taken root, but instead of yielding to it 
we are taking part in.a great movement 
of publie opinion, of personal initiative, 
the best. and even the mediocre ele- 
ments having recognized the necessity 
of exerting. themselves and no longer 
leaving everything to a bureaucratic ad- 
ministration.

27.—A. solu- 
tion’ of bichloride ‘of{mercury, used to 
disinfect drinking glasses, accidentally 
was: mixed with samples of a nerve 
tonic and distributed free to more than 
fifty persons'in a Market Street depart- 
ment “store “here today. Two of those 
who drank the solution are known to 
be in’ hospitals suffering from the ei- 
féects-of the: poison, and many more are 
believed-.to.bé affected in their homes. 

On the counter where the nerve tonic 
was. sold three bowls were kept, two 
tilled; with water and a-third containing 
the poison solution. After the store 
patrons had tasted the tonic the dem- 
onstrators were supposed to dip the 
uéed glasses first in one bowl of water, 
then in the poison solution, and then in 
the other bowl of water in order to de- 
stroy all germs and make the glasses 


@} clean for use again. 


No one concerned‘in the matter knows 
exactly how-the bichloride solution got 
into the-tonic mixture, but, at any rate, 
the poison liquid was distributed to all 
men, women, and children who asked for 
it for more than an hour before the sit- 
uation was apparent: Dozens of persons 
sipped the tonic,, and’ when some said 
they wouldn’t buy it at any price, be- 
cause it was too:bitter, an investigation 
was started which led to the discovery 

of the. mistake. 

Joseph Raker, supervisor for the firm 
which . manufactures the tonic, visited 
the counter and tasted.the liquid him- 
self when he learned of the complaints. 

“ It was bitter as gall,’”’ he said, ‘‘ and 
I immediately surmised that the young

THE UNEXPECTED HAPPENS. 
Though it may be premature to say 
that what the French have called 
on the western front a war of usury, 
in which each side takes a daily toll, 
has suddenly changed its phase, two 
tings are.clear. The Anglo-French 
forces have put themselves upon the 
offensive for the first time since ‘the 
affair’ of Neuve Chapelle in March, 
and they are for once or at last.in a 
position to make prodigal use of am- 
munition. The Berlin War_ Office 
speaks of ‘‘the British and French 
“offensive which had been prepared 
“for months.” It began last’ week in 
the only. way an offensive.can begin 
against strongly intrenched positions, 
that is, with heavy and _ continu- 
ous gunfire by which. the enemy’s 
ground, all; marked and plotted in 
geometrical areas, is first rained upon 
with explosives and then occupied by 

troops. © 
It is undoubtedly more than a 
coincidence that the Teutonic aggres- 
sion in Russia began sensibly to abate 
just prior to this change of Anglo- 
French tactics in France and. Flan- 
ders. The Germans had been drawing 
strength from this front for their ever 
léngthening line in Russia, while at the 
same time the Allies, largely by British 
accretions, were increastiig. theirs, and

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RISING SPIRITS. 

Stock markets like yesterday’s never 
come when. the country is feeling blue. 
When there are dealings in a wide 
variety of securities, and many of 
them are strong, it is a sign that the 
business ia in the. hands of: the public 
and reflects its opinion of the out- 
look. . There is cause for regret that 
the rising prices of the “ war stocks” 
do not ‘afford a firmer basis. for 
inferences regarding other sorts of 
Prosperity c¢onfined : to thé 
trade ‘in war supplies, although it runs 
into hundreds ‘of’ millions, and is more 
substantial -than . it seemed some 
months ‘ago, is too restricted and too 
uncertain in tts duration to justify 
an inference of universal prosperity. 
For a long time the railways have 
laggards in -price, so much 
so that the industrial averages long 
ago rose above the railways. The 
Wall ‘Street Journal has computed 
also that of its representative stocks 
the railways have contributed a dis- 
proportionate share to the Stock Ex- 
change business. That is contrary to 
the general impression: that the in- 
dustrials, iggpecially the war shares; 
have the ‘market, . Of. the shares, 
| fa which the averages of poth ‘are | 
computed the. railways éontributed 
more than’ twice the number that the 
industrials did, and the activity in the 
railways was at the expense of prices. 
Yesterday.another railway went into 
receivership, and chilled the prospects 
of a.railway boom. Missouri, Kansas 
& Texas is embarrassed in financing 
itself, althdlgh “for 1915 it reports a 
gain in operating income of 19 per 
cent.,.compared with the year. ended 
June 30, 1914. There is a specific 
reason, as usual. 

The prices of both grain and cot- 
ton crops are surprisingly good con- 
sidering the quantities of both. In 
any other year than this the’ quan- 
tity of breadstuffs wold havé been 
thought as calamitous as the curse 
of too much cotton last year. But 
in this wonderful year there will be 
none too much.of either. - The danger 
rather is that’ they will bring into the 
country so much gold that there may 
be. need of another prayer to. be de- 
livered from too much prosperity. It 
is hard to keep down Wall Street on 
the fear of too much prosperity, and 
when Wall Street is rising the coun- 
try is more cheerful to- live-in than 
it has been in recent years. Instead 
of the cry of the bears, ‘Cheer up, 
the worst is yet to come,” -there is a 
prospect that there will: be sub- 
stituted the cry of. the ‘bulls, “ Buy 
anything, for the best, is yet far 
ahead." The man of. even’ thought 
and temper will take counsel’ of 
neither. There is, danger in all ex- 
treme views, and it would be extreme 
to hold that the nearly unblemished 
domestic outlook .is. not obscured in 
some. degree ‘by the misfortunes of its 
largest customers, afflicted and im- 
poverished by the scourge of war,

The Public Ledger of Philadelphia 
has been trying to find out what are 
the prospects of the woman suffrage 
amendment which New Jersey is to 
vote on, Oct. 19.

K. Jones of Arkansas when he was 
Chairman of the Democratic National 
Committee, or the “red-headed and 
hopeful” attitude of Tom Cooprr of 
Pennsylvania. Mrs. FSICHERT, Presi- 
dent of the State Woman Suffrage 
Association, says decisively:

effort to make New 
Yorkers realize that. most of the terribly 
numerous and expensive. fires from 
which the city suffers are of the easily 
avoiable: sort and that a considerable 
majority of them are the direct result of 
sheer, stupid carelessness. There is not 
a word to be said against, and many 
words to be said for, the elaborate prep- 
arations he is making to fix public at- 
tention on this important subject, and 
the parades and. exercises planned by 
him for. Oct. 9 ought to render “‘ Fire 
Prevention Day’’ a notable one on.the 
local calendar. 

In time we may come to see that the 
Fire Department of which we are so 
proud is really in a way disgraceful to 
us. It is so because it impugns our in- 
telligence. We maintain a small army 
of highly trained and highly efficient 
fire-fighters, and are generous with 
praise of their courageous devotion. to 
the duties imposed on them, but much 
of the work and many of the dangers 
imposed on these men might be abol- 
ished if we only would, and then their 
abilities could be turned to the produc- 
ing of wealth instead of the mere’ ‘saving 
of it from destruction. 

Some day we may become wise enough 
to realize that for all preventable fires 
somebody is directly responsible, and 
that ‘this responsibility is - especially 
heavy. when the fires.spread beyond the 
property in which they. originate. As 
any fire may do that, even those that 
are confined to the building in which 
they start should not be regarded as in- 
nocent, and the whole theory that fires 
are misfortunes should ‘be abandoned. 
Some of them: are, probably, but not 
many, in the strict sense of the word, 
and all the rest are better: described by 
other and harsher names, 

There is, indeed, a point at which pre- 
cautionary. measures become prohibitive- 
ly expensive, and the systematic putting 
out of fires will always number among 
the necessary tasks of every municipal- 
ity. To prevent fires, however, is in every 
way better than to extinguish them after 
they have begun. The highest ‘service 
that firemen can render is to diminish 
the extent of the demand for their serv- 
ices.

Allopathic - "Versus Homeopathic 
Methods in Reorganization. 


To the Hditor of The New York Times: 

The announcement in the recent advertise- 
ments of reorganization of the Kansas City 
Railway and Light Company that the plan 
of reorganization was prepared by United 
States Circuit Judge William C. Hook 
is‘one'of marked interest, deserving, as “it 
seems to me, some attention from the press 
as an indication of a possible important ad- 
vance in the attitude of American courts 
toward. that which British courts adopt in 
respect to reorganization, 

In England the British Companies act 
makes provision for the reorganization 
of insolvent corporations; it makes a plan 
binding on all when three-fourths of the 
respective classes of creditors and security 
holders favor the plan and when the 
court finds the plan to be fair and equitable. 
Thus, in Great Britain expensive fore- 
closures such as are here necessary when 
mortgage bonds were issued may be avoided, 
and the hole scheme of corporate re- 
organization is brought before the court for 
its final sanction. . Also, in England new 
capital furnished for reorganization can be 
made to have priority of lien over all old 


‘| securities, 


In this country no such law exists, ex- 
cepting to a very limited extent through 
what is known as composition in bank- 
ruptcy. But a composition in bankruptcy 
deals only with the readjustment or scaling 
down of creditors’ claims, does not provide 
as to disposition of stockholders’ interests 
nor for priority to new capital, and no ef- 
fective provision for readjustment of claims 
of secured creditors is made. In this coun- 
try, therefore, for all practical purposes no 
such law as the British statute ists. 

‘Therefore, reorganizations in this country 
are generally, and, in fact, nearly always, 
accomplished through purchase from _ re- 
ceivers by reorganization committee of the 
assets of the insolvent corporation. The 
committee makes payment for such pur- 
chase largely through the deposit of the old 
securities in place of cash. Security holders 
assent to the sale only after a plan involv- 
ing the issuance of new securities, &c., has 
been approved by them, and the sale is, as 
a matter of fact, little more than a step in 
reorganization and a method of getting rid 
of nonassentors by paying them as little cash 
as possible for their holdings. The terms of 
the reorganization itself do not come before 
the court. Whether the various classes of se- 
curity holders, with conflicting liens and 
claims of priority as against one another, re- 
celve equitable treatment is not a matter 
presented to the court, but is one of private 
arrangement between committees represent- 
ing the various classes of security. holders, 
whereas in England the whole scheme of 
readjustment is subject to the Tourt’s ap- 
proval. Here the plan generally does not 
come before the court. 

It appears that Judge Hook has consented 
to. shoulder the burden of preparing a: plan 
of reorganization adjusting the rights of all 
classes of security holders. Thus assurance 
is, in this instance, given that a disinter- 
ested court has éGndeavored to do what is 
always accomplished in Great Britain; and 
it is for that reason that this advertisement 
seems worthy of comment. 

. It would appear that the powers granted 
to Congress to enact a bankruptcy law in- 
dicate that constitutional legislation (per- 
haps through enlargement of the bank- 
ruptcy ‘law) can be enacted to accomplish 
those -beneficent results which are possible 


in ‘Great Britain. The language of the 
Urited States Supreme Court in the case of 


Canada Southern v. Gebhard oe U 8. 
6527) supports this view. 

If.such a statute were to be enacted by 
Congress no such situation could ugain oc- 
cur as that which arose in the celebrated 
case of Northern Pacific v. Boyd, (228 U. S. 
482,) where @ creditor not provided for in 
the plan of reorganization was allowed tu 
exercise his rights as against the reorgan- 
ized property over a decade after the re- 
organization nad been effected by sale under 
foreclosure. 9 
_If such a statute were to..be enacted re- 
organizations would come directly under the 
supervision of the courts. Minority inter- 
ests.and junior security holders and lienors 
Of |-would--be. protected against cor op 
“pressive foreciosurés,. and, on the. ‘other 
hand, obstructive measures: for purposes of 
delay, &c., by. selfish minority interests 
would be ineffective, all expenses and fees 
of reorganization would come before the 
court, and, finally, security holders would, it 
is believed, more readily deposit their hold- 
ings with reorganization committees, know- 
ing that, in the last analysis, no plan could 
be adopted until approved by a disinterested 
court holding an even balance between all 
the classes of security holders. 

I venture, therefore, to write this letter in 
the hope that it may produce an expression 
of views looking, possibly, toward construct- 
ive legislation from Congress, so as to bring 
reorganizations in this country, as in Eng- 
land, directly and completely before the 
courts.

Superfluous Power at Niagara. 
To the Hditer of The New York Times: 

Francis Fitzgerald undertakes to contradict 
my statement with regard to the failure of 
full utilization of Niagara power, but in so 
doing he practically concedes the point, 
which, as I propounded it, is that the full 
available energy of existing hydroelectric de- 
velopments at Niagara has not yet found a 
market. ® 

Mr. Fitzgerald admits that small supplies 
of energy are still available. As a matter of 
fact, the Hydroelectric Power Commission of 
Ontario has a contract to deliver to it 100,- 
000 horse power, of which it has go far been 
able to dispose of but 50,000. An offer was 
recently made to deliver 40,000 horse power 
to a proposed corporation for transmission to 
Buffalo. 

The use of public money and political effort 
on the Canadian side and the artificial in- 
troduction of specialized industries on the 
American side have been found necessary to 
provide a means for the utilization of the 
energy so far available. Interested specu- 
lators would doubtless like to see the develop- 
ment of further unutilizable energy, the 
profit of which would find its way into their 
pockets, especially if the process could be 
conducted, as in Ontario, at the expense of 
the taxpayers of the State of New York.

This collection became’ the 
nucleus of the American Museum of Safety, 
which was founded in 1908, and which was 
the pioneer American organization devoted 
entirely to accident and disease prevention, 
In 1911 {t was incorporated by special char. 
ter under the laws of the State of New 
York. 

The museum is effiliated with twenty-five 
similar institutions throughout the world, 
among which are those at Amsterdam, 
Barcelona, Berlin, Brussels, Budapest, Copes- 
hagen, Dresden, Frankfort-am-Main, Grats, 
Helsingfors, London, Montreal, Moséew, 
Munich, Paris, (where there are  two,) 
Petrograd, Stockholm, Vienna, Wurzburg, 
and Zurich, ; 

At its headquarters, at 18 West Twenty- 
fourth Street, the American Museum of 
Safety maintains a large exhibit of devices 
for preventing accidents and occupational 
diseases, as .well as a reference library.

DR. K F.JUNOR DIES; 
CANCER SPECIALIST 


Believed He Had Discovered a 
Cure for the Diséase by 
Use of Chemicals. 








ONCE PROMINENT PASTOR 





‘Head of. Collegiate Church in. West 
Thirty-fourth St. for 12 Yeare— 
Active In Brooklyn Civic Life. 





Dr. Kenneth F. Junor, a prominent 
physician, clergyman, and lecturer of 

rooklyn, whose home was at 458 
Twenty-ninth Street, Flatbush, died on 
Sunday night in Toronto, Canada. Dr. 
Junor was porn in London, Ontario, on 
Aug. 81, 1846, and was educated for the 
ministry at the Union Theological Sem- 
inary in this city. He was ordained a 
clergyman of the Canadian Presbyterian 
Church at Halifax in 1873, and then went 
to Bermuda, where he establishéd a 
church at Hamilton. From there he 
went to the Island of Formosa, where 
he did missionary work for three years, 

For several years Dr. Junor had been 
a student of medicine, and on his return 
to this country from China he determined 
to become a physician. He entered the 
University of New York ane in 1886 he 
received the degree of M. ‘In the same 
year he became. ame of De Witt 
Chapel, in Dotan & nirith Street, between 
Sixth and Seventh Avenues, which was 
owned by the Collegiate Church Corpo- 
ration. hen he started this church it 
was with only twenty members, and 
three years later, when the chapel was 
sold.and he was transferred to the Col- 
legiate Church, in West Thirty-fourth 
Street, Dr. Junor took 800 persons with 
him. "He began to practice medicine in/ 
the naighbarhood of his church, but 
tréated only those who could not afford 
to pay for a physician. Dr. Junor was 
pastor of. the Collegiate Ohurch for 
twelve years. 

Dr. Junor also became prominent in the 
civic work of Brooklyn. He waged a 
long warfare for the extermination of 
mosquitos in Flatbush, and for a time 
he held the position of Inspector for the 
Boaid of Health, without pay, to demon- 
strate that: mosquitos could : be exter- 
minated. In recent years Dr. Junor had 
devoted his time to the study of cancer, 
and a few years ago asserted that he 
had discover ed a cure for the disease by 
the use of chemicals. 

He was a member of the Academy of 
Sciences of New York, a Fellow. of the 
Society of Science of London, and corre- 
spondent of the Canadian Institute.

NEW GOLF HOME 
READY AT WYKAGYL 


| . Course in Hills and Dales 
of Westchester. 








The Wykagyl Countfy Club has near- 
ly finished erecting a new clubhouse, | 
and in doing so the committee has fol- | 
lowed the plan evolved in Ireland some ° 
years ago of making a new clubhouse’ 
out of an old one, and using the old. 
one until the. new one was completed. : 
This. paradox is brought about by the 
fact that the new building completely : 
Surrounds the former one, and as the. 
‘different sections were completed the 
walls of the old building were knocked 
down and the alterations finished. . The 
new clubhouse is an imposing white 
building, much more. spacious and com- 


_fortable for the members who wish to 
live at the club, with a new biiliard 
room, a large ballroom, and a dining 
room capable of seating the entire mem- 
bership at once. The formal opening 
is expected to take place within a week, | 
and to that end a smail army oi iabor- | 
ers and artisans is employed: in 
putting on the finishing touches. The 
clubhouse is situated on an eminence 
vveriooxing the prettiest part of pic- 
turesque Westchester. County, with a 
view from the east veranda of the hills 
-of Wong isiand across the Sound. 
| In keeping with this section of the 
-ountry, the course~is very nilly, and 
golfers who have had any training in 
mountain climbing have a distinct ad 
vantage over the ordinary duffer. Ner- 
vous people are advised to get down 
on their hands and knees when looking 
over the edge of the sixteenth tee. On 
this course the golfer is almost entirely 
at the mercy of his caddie, as nearly 
every fairly hit ball goes out of sight, 
and if the boy is counting the migrating 
birds or knocking apples off a tree the 
ole is iost, and also ihe golfer’s temper. 
he apple trees are very numerous and 
afford a very great deal of pleasure and 
some pain to the caddies. 
The first tee is in plain sight. of the 
busy highway. that joins New Rochelle to 
Tuckahoe, so that the first shot is gener- 
ally played before a considerable gallery. 
One member inquired of the committee 
why it is that when he makes a 225-yard 
drive there is no one to attest the fact, 
put when he flubs his shot or breaks his 
driver there are forty-seven automo- 
bilists peering over the hedge. . 
Except for the well-trapped greens, 
the first and second -holes are ‘easy 48, 
giving the player a chance to get his 
eye on the ball without a severe penalty 
for flubs. The third is a long elbow 
hole down hill, with a turn to the left 
and a brook to catch a short approach 
on the third shot. On the fourth there 
is a bunker for a topped. drive, a pit 
and the rough for a pull, and a group 
of trees for a slice. This hole carries 
out the farmer’s idea of golf: ‘‘ You 
hit a little ball, and then you hit it some 
more. The golfer at this and a’ few 
other holes at Wykagyl can take his 
choice of either hitting the ball hard 
or hitting it: ofien. Some duffers pniay 
zigzag across the. course and - succeed 
in doing’ both. ,; 
The fifth hole is a pitch to a een 
125 yards away over the rough; with a 
pit in front of it,: rough to the left, 
sand and bunkers to the. right, and a 
valley in the rear. All the greens at 
Wykagyl are undulating, but this. one 
is mountainous. One of. the amusing 
novelties of the course is to aim atethe 
cup on this green and watch’ where the 
ball rolls, as it often stops further from 
the hole than it was before the stroke. 
The sixth is the first hole demanding 
Alpine training. _One of: the fair sex 
stood on this tee and, gazing across the 
valley at the green, quoted, “Oh, for 
the wings of a dove!” whereat . her 
partner surveyed the rocky descent and 
the steep climb, and countered with,

Will Decide Between Republic and 
Monarchy, Says Chinese President. 


PEKING, Sept. 27.—President Yuan

sTFINANCIAL MARKETS 


Stocks Very Active and Strong 
—Railroads React— War 
News Important Factor. 


Trading on the Stock Exchange yester- 
day reached.the largest volume attained 
in four years practically to a day. One 
has to go back to Sept. 26, 1911, to find a 
total as great as that which marked yes- 
terday’s increase in speculative enthu- 
siasm, which for a time exiended to the 
entire list, but which in the later hours 
of the day was confined to the industrial 
issues, . 

The war news came as a surprise, and 
as ‘such exerted all the greater influence. 
The market; so far as it had consciously 
related itself to the news from the war 
area, had come to look upon German 
victories as a matter of course, though 
convinced all the while that a change in 
the news was sure to come. The suc- 
cesses of the French and English against 
the Germans in France which was re- 
lated in yesterday morning’s papers were 
sufficiently spectacular to give this news 
rea}. market force, and it added “much to 
the optimism with .which traders en 
larged their commitments the while bid- 
ding up prices in a manner which re- 
called the most impetuous of the mar 
kets which we have had this year. 

More came to be heard of war orders 
and of mergers of companies enjoying 
war-order prosperity. The report of the 
entry into the Baldwin Locomotive Com- 
pany of interests which have béen con- 
spicuously successful in obtaining war 
orders and repeated rumors of a pro- 
posed merger of a number of indepen- 
dent steel companies were of a sort to 
stimulate the imagination of traders and 
of'a kind to encourage their venturing 
further into the untried field of higher 
prices. The news concerning the foreign 
loan negotiations, bearing out as it did 
the understanding had last week that the 
Anglo-French Commission and our bank- 
ers had reached an agreement on the 


factors which caused yesterday's great 
broadening out of the movement which 
was under way at the close of last week. 

One of the conspicuous features of that 
movement was the marked strength of 
the railroad shares, and for a time these 
stocks were maintained on their course 
yesterday, but after making. further 
gains they halted, and before the close 
had lost in most cases all of the ground 
which they had made in the first hour 
of trading, and even more. Probably the 
two chief things which led to this re- 
‘versal by the railroads were the news 
of the passing of the Missouri, Kansas & 
Texas into receivership and the shifting 
of traders’ interest from the railroads to 
the industrials, when the traders saw 
that the industrials were moving in a 
way which promised a renewal of rapid 
advances in that: group, a promise which 
was amply borne out in many stocks be- 
fore the day closed. There was some 
talk of foreign selling of the railroads, 
but this could hardly have been an im- 
portant factor in bringing about the re- 
action, for it would appear from the re- 
sults attending the bids which this mar 
ket sent to the London market yester- 
day that the foreign selling was very 
small, certainly small compared with tho 
volume of dealings here. 

The great increase in activity and the 
marked rise in prices was no doubt due 
to a conjuction of news which stimulated 
trading enthusiasm, put this news ‘was 
sown in a fertile field, for market senti- 
ment had been leaning to the expectation 
of such a renewal of the forward swing 
and it seized : willingly upon the -news 


‘| whiéh promised to help such a movement. 


It would be difficult to reconcile what 
went on in the stock market yesterday 
with any theory that the fever of specu- 
lation, greatly encouraged by the market 
successes, already attained this year, has 
yet died down.

The du Pont Idesl. 

- Bankers in touch with certain plans 
of the du Pont family are inclined to 
doubt the rumors that du Pont money 
is seeking control of the Baldwin Loco- 
motive Works and other steel concerns. 
It is said that the powder makers are 
by no means content with the enormous 
growth of their business and the rapid 
extension of plants during the last year, 
and are striving to build up their allied 
interests to a point where du Pont ef- 
ficiency may be pointed to as a model. 
This will mean the expenditure of a 
great deal of capital, and for this rea- 
son it is not thought that the du Ponts 
would invest on a broad scale in a con- 
cern which could not be devoted to the 
extension of plans already well worked 
out. It. is pointed out that this estimate 
does not mean that large investments 
have not been: made in various com- 
panies put in a strong position by the 
war, but that efforts are not being 
made to buy up the majority of stock 
of the Baldwin and other corporations. 


International Mercantile Marine. 

The high estimates. of newly discov- 
ered assets of the International Mercan- 
tile Marine Company, as reported .in 
Wall Street, stimulated. the scramble 
for stock of the company on the Curb 
yesterday and the price advanced sstill 
further. The preferred stock, which 
figures in the fight against the reorgan- 
ization of the company as proposed in 
the approved plan, opened 4 points up 
at 42 and advanced to 44, a new high 
for the year. In the afternoon it dropped 
back to 89%. The common moved in 
sympathy with the preferred and was 4 
points up at one time. 


Taxes on Earnings. 

A member of the reorganization com- 
mittee of the International Mercantile 
Marine said he could not account for 
the rise in the stock. He had been in- 
formed that no new assets had come 
to light, he said. There was no account- 


‘ing for many a rise in a war-crazy 


market, he added. Certainly it was not 
true, he said, that valuable railroad 
stocks had been turned up in the in- 
vestigation of the company’s accounts. 
“We don’t. know what the opposition 
intends to-do,’ he sa'd. ‘‘ The com- 
mittee representing preferred stock has 
not conferred with us and no confer- 
ences are planned. Some persons seem 
to be losing sight of the fact that there 
will be heavy taxes on the earnings of 
the International Mercantile~--Marine. 
Private advices from England indicate 
that the Government will levy a heavy 
tax on the difference between the 1915 
earnings and the average earnings for 
a period of years. As for the bonds, 
all they can ask for, of course, is to 
be paid off. If some one will raise $75,- 
000,000 to pay off the bonds, the bond- 
holders will be. pleased. They are only 
offered stock in the proposed new com- 
pany because there was no cash avail- 
able. The bondholders are standing 
pat.” 


D. & H. Financing. 


The proposed plan of the Delaware 
& Hudson to issue $14,451,000 5 per cent. 
20-year convertible bonds is assured of 
success, according to a statement made 
by an official of the company before 
the up-State Public Service Commission 
yesterday. The stockholders will pass 
on the project on Sept. 380, but, ac- 
cording to this official, two-thirds of 
the stock has shown its acquiesence in 
advance by sending proxies. Thus the 
Delaware & Hudson Board 1s in a situ- 
ation where it can issue the new bonds 
with a minimum of delay after Sept. 30, 
provided the Public Service Commission 
approves of the plan in the next few 
days. ‘The proceeds of the bond issue 
will be used to retire $13,973,000 4 per 
cent. bond due June 1, 1916. The com- 
mission has also been asked to author- 
ize the issue of more capital stock to 
provide for conversion of the bonds. 
The company now has $9,986,500 of 
stock in the treasury.
